Items from first committee meeting 


e Draft outline of workshops and agenda for workshop #1 

o Based on the discussion at the committee meeting and the recent discussion with INGSA 
we have added to the goals based general agenda for workshop #1 (see attached doc, it 
lists the general goals for workshops 2-4 for context). The agenda is now divided into 
three sessions: zoonotic spillover, social and cultural context of zoonotic spillover and 
examples of success that would take place over three days. Please edit or let us know 
your thoughts on the draft. 

e Partnership with INGSA 

o Staff met with INGSA leadership on evening of 2/2 to discuss key issues. We discussed 
the initial outline for the first workshop, categories of experts we are looking for to aid 
the work they are doing to provide a preliminary list of workshop participants, their 
progress on the formation of their advisory committee for the project and the hiring of 
an INGSA program coordinator, what should go on the INGSA project website (see 
below), and other organizational issues. They agree with the general outline for the 
workshops and the structure of the online workshops (three 2-3 hour sessions over 
three days). They noted that it will be important to frame the project to ensure that 
stakeholders in SE Asia understand the purpose and usefulness of the project and would 
like to build discussion of social and cultural issues in from the start (even before session 
2). They thought that gaps would be identified during the first and second workshop so 
it will be good to have some flexibility to add topics to subsequent workshops or even 
commission papers to address the gaps. Agreed with the idea that the workshops 
include mostly the same participants but that we should have the ability to augment the 
group later as needed. The working language will be in English so some concern that we 
might not be able to easily hear from experts from rural areas but thought that those 
types could be represented in other ways. 


o INGSA is working to set up their (~8 person) advisory committee and to hire the 
program coordinator. They provided a good preliminary list of committee members. 

o INGSA will identify possible dates in April and May for workshop 1 and workshop 2 
that they think will work best for participants in Asia. Once we have a date range from 
INGSA we will send them to you, settle on exact dates and start inviting participants. 

e Additional committee member candidates 

o Staff are speaking with Riana Plowright (U of Montana) this week 

o We plan to involve Jeff Peterson in the next committee meeting on 2/15 (see below) 
(Session 2 of workshop #1 will focus on social and cultural issues). 

e Comprehensive list of possible workshop participants 

o INGSA will provide suggestions for the majority of the participants, they have promised 
to send them to us in February, we have provided INGSA with lists of the types of 
experts we would like to invite (see agenda document). 

o INGSA is working on the list and it will include, food safety, vets, one health experts, 
SEAOHUN representatives and others that have the expertise from the list. They plan to 
identify a broad list of potential participants before the end of February so we can have 
time to decide whom to actually invite. Suggested using IDRC affiliates in the region for 
social and cultural issues, include experts in risk communication. 

o Staff are working on a spreadsheet that lists all possible workshop participants and their 
expertise, sectors, regions, etc. We have collected the names you have suggested so far, 
please continue to send us the names of any experts especially from SE Asia and China 
that you think should attend the workshops.
